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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 60-62, 64, 69, 71 -76 and 89-92 are pending. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/08/2009 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 60-62, 64, 69, 71-76, and 89-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hogan (US 5699434) in view of Tanaka et al. (US 4885750). 

As per claims 64, 67, and 89-92, Hogan discloses a method of copy protecting 
an application, where the application is provided by an application file which is to be 
carried on an optical disc, the application incorporating information and control data, the 
method comprising: incorporating into the application file, before its application onto an 
optical disc, DSV data patterns which have been identified as capable of causing DSV 
problems when encoded onto an optical disc; wherein the DSV data patterns are 
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incorporated in the application file so they are accessed by a player or reader of the 
optical disc during use of the application file (see column 6 lines 42-57). 

Hogan fails to explicitly disclose that the DSV data patterns are incorporated 
immediately following at least two headers in the control data of the application file to 
ensure the DSV data patterns are accesses and wherein information about the size of 
each header in the control data is modified to include the DSV data patterns. 

However, Tanaka et al. teaches placing DSV data patterns in such locations (see 
column 2 lines 43-54 where information about the size of the header must incorporate 
the included DSV data patterns to prevent errors). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to place the DSV data patterns of Hogan in the locations taught by the 
Tanaka et al. system. 

Motivation to do so would have been to provide a reliable error correction 
system. 

As per claim 60, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the 
information in the application file comprises one or more of: audio data, numerical data, 
text data, video data, graphics data, program data, animation data, and any other data 
(see Hogan column 6 lines 42-57). 

As per claims 61 and 62, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses 
the control information includes descriptors of the information and data enabling access 
to the information (see Hogan column 6 lines 45-48). 
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As per claim 71 , the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the DSV 
data patters are chosen to ensure that the DSV has a significant absolute value (see 
Hogan column 6 lines 40-50). 

As per claim 72, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the DSV 
data patterns are repeated patterns of values (see Hogan Fig 4 and column 6 lines 42- 
67). 

As per claim 73, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the size 
of DSV data patterns is a predetermined amount (see Hogan column 6 lines 58-67) 

As per claim 74, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the DSV 
data patterns are arranged to produce a DSV which has a rapid rate of change (see 
Hogan column 6 lines 20-25). 

As per claim 75, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses the DSV 
data patterns are arranged to produce a DSV which has a substantial low frequency 
component (see Hogan column 6 lines 42-57). 

As per claim 76, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system discloses areas of 
data containing only zeros are incorporated in the application file in one or more areas 
located before and after areas containing the DSV data patterns (see Hogan column 5 
lines 52-63). 

As per claim 69, the modified Hogan and Tanaka et al. system fails to explicitly 
disclose including at least one pointer or offset in the control data which points to the 
location of the DSV data patterns in the application file. However, Official Notice is 
taken that at the time of the invention one of ordinary skill in the art would use a pointer

or offset to point to the location of the DSV pattern. Motivation to do so would have 
been that these are common and well-known methods used. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 60-62, 64, 69, 71-76 and 89-92 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
